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Fanners Apply 
for Emergency 
Loans on Crop 


County Farmers 
Asking Loans 
to Finance 1942 
Crops 


Mr. O. L. Peebles, Field Supervisor 


for the Memphis Emergency Crop and 
Feed Loan office, stated that farmers 
of Hempstead County are now ap- 
plying for Emergency Crop Loans to 
finance the production of 1942 crops. 
Applications are being received at 
Local Mid-South Office in Hope. 


Emergency Crops Loans are made to 


small farmers, either owners or ten- 
ants, who have land to farm ,\vho have 
implements and workstock or power 
to farm 'with, who need funds to 
meet production costs, and who are 
unable to obtain loans on reason- 
able terms from any other source, 
or from production credit associations. 
Such loans are made in amounts com- 
hiensurate with an applicant's actual 
cash needs in producing his 
1942 


crops, are secured by a first mort- 
gage on the crops financed, and bear 
interest at the rate of 4 per cent 
per annuir.. 


In addition, to crop loans, Emergency 


Feed Loans, to finance the purchase 
and production of feed, are made to 
those small farmers who are main- 
taining livestock to be fed for the 
market, as breeding , animals with 
the increase to be marketed, or for 
the production 
of dairy 
products, 


wool, etc. The same rules of eligibility 
and the same requirements govern the 
consideration 
of feed loan applica- 


tions, except that sxich loans must 
be secured by a first mortgage on 
the Ettick to be fed. 


All farmers who apply for Emer- 


gency Crop and Feed loans will be 
urged to plant and cultivate crops, 
both for sale and for home or farm 
•use, according to thtf Farm Defense 
Program sponsored by the United 
States Department 
of 
Agriculture. 


Eligible farmers can 'receive loans 
based on both their usual operating 
expenses and their expenses incident 
to complying with the Defense Pro- 
' gram. All applicant will be required 
to plant home gardens and to pro- 
duce sufficient feed for their work- 
stock and subsistence animals. 


Emergency Crop and Feed loans 


are available to all farmers who can 
establish eligibility according to the 
terms of the loan regulations 
and j 


authorizing Act—the loans are not 
restricted to selected .applicants. Prior 
indebtedness will not prevent favor- 
able consideration of an otherwise 
eligible applicant's request, proyid-j 
';ed non-payment was due to reasons

Uncle Sam's 20 neighbors to the 


south are one vast storehouse of 
supplies for the tirscnal of democracy 
and their trained numpower could be 
the deciding factor in any military de- 
fense of Pan-American solidarity. 


Here ai-e how the figures line up: 
Military—The 20 have approximately 


400,000 active soldiers, 14,000 air force 
warriors, and trained army and nit- 
reserves of another 1,710,0000—in all, 
<:,100,000 who know how to bear arms. 


Economic—Before the war, 
trade 


with Latin America accounted for 
roughly 22 per cent of U. S. imports, 
20 per cent of exports; in the last 
two years I here has been an impor- 
tant upswing in both phases. (This 
commerce was worth $1,087,102,000 in 
1939.) Our direct investments are $2,- 
840,000,000, our loans $1,610,331,000. In 
raw materials the vnlue of the 20 Tui- 
tions exceeds monetary bounds—we 
couldn't chew gum or play phono- 
graph records without them, and La- 
tin America either does produce or 
could probably produce all 14 of the 
strategic materials (except silk) list- 
ed by the U. S. as essential to war- 
fare.

Jesus' Call lo Fishermen ns Disciples 
Proved (o Be of Great Significance 
Text: Luke 5:1-11 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
Editor of Advance 
Our lesson about the calling of four 


disciples records the miracle of the 
miraculous draught of fish, but its 
great significance is a more wonder- 
ful miracle that has had to do with 
all the centuries since Jesus came 
lo earth. 


This is the miracle that Gali- 


lean fishermen should have been call- 
ed to the highest honor and service 
lo which anyone could have been 
called, namely, lo be among the in- 
ner circle of disciples whom we call 
Ihe Twelve Apostles. And if one look- 
ed for a corresponding miracc, 
it 


would bo the fact that these simple 
fishermen obeyed the call when no 
great glory and honor were attached to 
it, but when Jesus assured them thai 
He could offer them only hardship 
and sacrifice. 


It is true the disciples may have 


had their hearts and eyes filled with 
the vision of the Messiah who was 
to set up a kingdom upon earth, but 
it is doubtful whether at Ihis time 
thai full vision 'had come lo Ihem. 
It is probable they left their nels and 
followed Jesus because Ihey believed 
in this remarkable Teacher. They 
were amazed alike at His sayings and 
His characler. He brought to them 
the glory of a great spiritual dream, 
and because they were worthy they 
responded to that vision. 


We call them simple fishermen, but 


that is perhaps a little. misleading. 
They were something more than fish- 
ermen, just as Paul was something 
more than a tenlmaker. Jewish boys 
were brought up with Ihe wholesome 
idea that work was honorable. The 
Jews also had a remarkable system ot 
education in which virtually every 
Jewish boy was trained in the law 
and tradition of his religion. 


We must not, therefore, think of 


these fishermen as unlettered men. 
It is true they may not have had 
the learning of the schools. They 
may not have had even the advant- 
ages of education whic henabled Paul 
to quote from the Grecian poets. But 
they were men undoubtedly well vers- 
ed in religion, and they were men 
with a deep sense of spiritual values 
and with that vision of a world re- 
created in righteousness and truth, 
which has often been denied to the 
great but which has been the privilege 
of the lowly. 


We miss the significance of the 


call of these men and the reason why 
they were called if we do not take 
these things into account. With so 
great and profitable a catch of fish, 
they might have hesitaled; they might 
have hoped for equal good fortune 
on the morrow; but something had 
happened to them which transcended 
their daily toil. They showed them- 
selves capable of the reliance Jesus 
put upon them when they left their 
nets and followed Him. 


The lesson indicates the extent to 


which Jesus had already become a 
popular teacher, with the multitudes 


of First Corinthians.

Citizens Told 
of Duty in War 


State, County, 
Local Police 
Know Their Duty 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON - If slate, county 


and local police in this country are 
not prepared for the national emer- 
gency, whether it's simply convoying 
motorized troop movements Ihrough 
their respeclive bailiwicks or hand- 
ling an all-out air raid and gas at- 
tack, it won't be because they have 
not already been told. 


No sooner had the United Stales 


gollen inlo World War II, than Ihe 
Federal Bureau of Investigation jump- 
ed into print with its "FBI Law En- 
forcement Bulletin" with everything 
il had been able lo learn from first- 
hand observation of the activities 
and responsibilities of police in bomb- 
pocked England. 


Some of this informaiton, through 


the national and local office of civil- 
ian defense, has already been made 
public, but much of it hasn't and some 
that hasn't is of more than pass- 
ing interest. 


For example, sandbagging has al- 


ways been considered a pretty ef- 
ficient defense precaution. The FBI 
points out that it is only so tempor- 
arily. Bags rol, Ihe sand washes out, 
the protective wall collapses. Besides, 
it has been found in London that 
they become ideal homes for a legion 
of rats. 


More permanent and far more satis- 


factory in the matter of protection are 
offset, brick walls, 14-inches thick, 
constructed so as to form a maze a 
round the protecled area. These "blast 
walls," as they are called, now are 
being used on many important police 
stalions and other buildings in Eng- 
land. 


Baffle board and sleel or steel-fac- 


ed shutters, with ventiliating arrange- 
ments, arc far more effective for 
ground floor windows and doors of 
public buildings that have to be used 
24 hours a day (such as police sta- 
tions) than any other blackout ar- 
rangements. 


Every police force should have a 


number of trained reserves equalling 
at least 30 per cent of its total per- 
sonnel. All public buidings in con- 
stant use should have hurricane oil 
lamps in case the usual 
electrical 


sources are interrupted. 


No police force should worry about 


the organization of an armed home 
guard. Such home guards in Eng- 
land are equipped with rifles which, 
because of their long barrels, are not 
capable of concealment, and thus do 
not fall under the "concealed wea- 
pons" laws. 


In England, every person in the 


land has had to register, is subject to 
challenge by police, and upon such 
challenge must present his identifi- 
cation. Such o drastic measure has 
not yet been considered in this coun- 
try.

London Fears

....CAIRO— (/P)— The sudden sweep of 


strong Axis columns around Bengasi 
and heavy frontal attacks by greatly 
superior forces compelled the Indian 
defenders of the port to withdraw 
after putting up a stubborn fight, Uhe 
British acknowledge Friday. 


The British Middle East command 


said attacks by superior forces which 
included tanks, necessitated the second 
British withdrawal from Bengasi in 
less than a year. 


The Middle East communique said 


British patrols in the Msus area, 70 
miles southeast of Bengasi forced Axis 
patrols to withdraw. 


(In London there, was a strong pos- 


sibility that some of the British forces 
had been cut off and trapped in Ben- 
gasi was seen by informed suorces 
studying the reports from the North 
African front.) 


This report was based on the word- 


ing of communiques which said the 
.stronger of two Axis assault forces 
hud established itself two days ago 
across the coast road north of the 
Cyrenaican capital.

^nstead of selected prices, fear that 
it is.

prices were advancing at the rate of 
about 1% per cent a month. In the 
first monht after Pearl Harbor the 
rise was 3 per cent and in one week 
it was 1 per cent. Increases on the 
main items—food, furniture and cloth- 
es—average about 15 per cent over 
the past year, but all items are up. 
Wholesale prices on farm products 
have gone up over 35 per cent and 
on foodstuffs over 25 per cent. 


This rise in wholesale prices has 


been faster than the rate of rise in 
the cost of living at the retail level 
—which, speaks well for the effort 
which the retail merchants have made 
to hold prices down—but that can't

The grief in 
this particular situation is that higher 
paychecks and bigger sales slips don't 
produce any more munitions—they 
make just the same quantity of bat- 
tleships, 
bayonets or buttons cost 


more money which can come only 
from higher taxes and bigger debts. 
There is. nothing new in that state- 
ment. It is so old now that it should 
be public axiom number one. But it 
apparently can't be repeated to often 
to make it stick. 


It applies particularly to the present 


situation because prices now may be 
advancing faster than they can be 
controlled under the provisions of 
the new price administration law. It 
may take the Price Administration too 
long to swing into action, it may mean 
that an organization can't be whipped 
into shape fast enough to handle these 
new spirals of inflation. 


Easing Into Control 
Up to the time the price bill was 


passed, Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson's organization had issued only 
about 75 price schedules, nearly ail 
covering materials going into war pro- 
duction. Two-thirds of the principal 
commodities of general trade are still 
uncovered. 


Perhaps the Office of Price Admin- 


istration has felt that it should go 
a little slow in plastering price ceil- 
ings on these walls of rising prices 
till after the new price bill was 
passed. Unquestionably, Henderson's 
ceiling on peanut oil, cottonseed ofi 
and other fats and oils was what rous- 
ed the ire of the farm belt senators 
who have made the going so tough 
for the new price bill in the last 
month.
